The command of these forces was given to 
Garibaldi, and, within a couple of weeks, he 
has organized them into such an army as has, 
it is announced, compelled a halt of the 
Prussian advance on Lyons. Garibaldi is 
making a vigorous fight, is active and ener- 
getic and may yet make his mark in the his- 
tory of F ‘ance. 


The Peace Negotiations. 

The cable dispatches still talk as if the 
peace negotiations had not been wholly aban- 
domed. England, in her offers of mediation, 
asked that Thiers be granted safe conduct 
through the Prussian lines to Paris, to con- 
salt with the Provisional Goverement in re- 
gard to the matter. This safe conduct is 
still promised, and it is hinted that the Prus- 
slams are withholding it for fear of having 
the Parisiaes informed of the encouraging 
state of aflairs im other portions of France 
The French people are reported as 
being unanimous in the hope that the Gov- 
ernment will secept no humiliating condi- 
tions as the price of peace. The basis for 
an armistice proposed by England, Austria, 
and Russia, as will be seen by the dispatch- 
es, includes a provision that there shall be 
no dismemberment of French territory. This 
may be aceepted as declaring the position of 
those powers on that subject. 


Surrender ef Metz. 

The surrender of Metz is announced in a 
telegram from the King of Prussia to the 
Queen at Berlin yesterday. This ic a great 
blow to France. Bazaine, though he may 
haye been holding out, as reported, for the 
Emperor, kept a German army of two hun- 
dred thousaed men off of the Republic. The 
King’s dispatch says the army surrendered 
Was one hundred and fifty thousand strong. 
There were not that many men in Metz, but 
the eapitalation probably extended to the 
whole force under Bazame’s command, which 
includes the Fortresses of Metz, Thionyille, 
Phalzburg, Buche, aed almost the whole o 
Eastern Framce. The large German armies 
engaged in veslering these places are now free 
to go to Parise or assist in the subjection of 
the other Freveh cities. 

It is net improbabie that the dispatch 
which came several days ago, announcing 
the capitulation of Metz, only anticipated 
the matter, and that the terms of the sur- 
render were then correctly given. Ba- 
zaine’s giving up may be a bold stroke for the 


restoration of Napoleon. It is, at least, a bold 


stroke against the Republic. He surrendered 
the whole force in the east of Franee when 
only Metz was seriously menaced, and tbat 
place may have held out longer. He may 
have loved France better than he did the 
Prussians, but that be is po friend of the Re- 
public bas been evident all along.
